Lonpon, April 18.—The prospect of 
peace may be delusive. Many experienced 
diplomats entertain a firm conviction that 
the apparent truce is taken by England to 
yet a proper breach for effective action. 
The very firmness with which Gladstone 
makes his public statements and Ehe cold, 
calculating exactness with which he 
phrases his utterances, all‘tend to con- 
vinee those who know the Premier well 
that he has determined upon a policy 
which, no matter how surprising it may 
be when announced, will by no means be 
one of retrogression. ‘Gladstone has made 
some retreats during his ministry, but he 
has always on these occasions betrayed 
himself by indecision and evasiveness in 
his parliamentary statements. Itis qnite 
different with him now. To all interrog- 
atories in the House of Commons during 
the past week the Premier has presented 
the very perfection of firmness. In reply 
rhere the questioner desired to 
something which the govern- 
ment was not ready to confide to 
the public, Gladstone has straightfor- 
wardly refused to give information, and 
has plainly based his refusal upon public 
j licy. In nearly every other case the 
Liberal leader has been frank to his con- 
tuents, fair to his opponents, and un- 
impassioned and truthful to the Russians. 
Gladstone appears to have his entire case 
in fand and seems to be unembarrassed 
by prospects, and undoubtedly has the 
full sympathy and co-operation of his en- 
tire cabinet. AS a sporting man states 
it. ‘Gladstone is playing a waiting game 
and knows all the cards.” It would ap- 
pear from all this that the Premier has 
another coup de theacer prepared for next 
week’s vote of credit day. Hence, al- 
though all surface indications warrant 
the statement that the prospect is one of 
peace, the only description of the actual 
situation which can be given as literally 
accurate is contained in the statement 
that the situation is practically un- 
changed. 
THE PART MONEY PLAYS IN THE BUSINESS. 
Of course, such a statement is rather 
oracular, but so is the situation, for no 
one outside the Cabinet seems to know 
just whatitis. It may be set down as 
absolutely true that the rise and fall of 
the war talk during ten days past has 
been largely due to the speculative money 
interested in making sales or purchases. 
Never in the history of modern times has 
such a vast amount of money been inter- 
ested in the change of public opinion of a 
single nation. The enormous sufys in- 
vested by Berlin, Vienna, Paris and Lon- 
don capitalists in Russian securities and 
British consols have compelled a vast and 
oowerful interest to maintain and spread 
good news. The owners of the millions 
of idle money in London and on the con- 
tinental Bourses seeking investment 
constitute, on the other hand, an equally 
powerful class, whose interest 1t 18 to 
break values by securing and circulating 
had news. This has been largely responsi- 
ble for most of the war news given to the 


public during the past fortnight. Very 


little news has emanated in any form 
from either the Russian or English gov- 
ernuments. The Russian generals are poor, 
and ambitious for fame, but no one sup- 
poses they are market speculators. Eng- 
‘and never had a ministry purer than the 
present.Cabinet. It is not only, bove 
suspicion, but out of suspjcion’s reach. 
In Paris and Berlin speculators hold 
large amounts of Egyptian stock. These 
holders fear that a crash woula ensue in 
all these stocks if England should be com- 
pelled to evacuate Egypt in order to 
measure strength with Russia. Russia has 
been making the strongest possible efforts 
to maintain a tinancial credit in Europe. 
She has recently announced that the new 
tax on coupons will be coilected from 
Russia, holders only. Foréign holders 
of Russian bonds have therefore nothing 
to do to escape this coupeh tax but make 
a vit to their nationality. The an- 
nouncement of this peculiar distinction 
among investors in Russian bonds has 
both created surprise and helped Russian 
credit abroad. The Imperial Council, 
which has this entire matter under pres- 
ent consideration, has made haste to 
relicve foreign holders of alarm by 
making them acquainted with their ex- 
emption from this coupon tax and will 
soon make known other important results 
of. the discussion which the Council is 
now devoting to the whole subject. 


THE ROTHSCHILDS DECLINE TO ACCOMMO- 
DATE RUSSIA. 
- Lonpon, April 18.—It is not yet defi- 
nitely known what the result has been of 
the efforts of the Russian government to 
negotiate a loan with the Rothschilds. It 
however, the Rothschilds 
have declined Russia’s terms. This be- 
lief is fortified by reports that a number 
of contract: for the Russian government, 
the conclusion of which was based on the 
success of the negotiations, have recently 
been abandoned because of the alleged re- 
fusal by the Rothschilds to make the 
requested loan. 
THR WAB PARTY DOMINANT IN RUSSIA. — 
Lonpon, April 18.—General Van Norski, 


‘Russian Minister of War, it is stated, is 


suffering from ill health and desires to 
retire. General Obrantcheff is named as 
his successor. Van Norski belongs to the 
peace party in St. Petersburg. It is not 
generally believed he is really ill. Itis 
suspected if he retires it will be in defer- 
ence to the war party, which seems to be 
getting control of the Russian govern: 
ment. Obrantcheff is thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with the war party, and his assump- 
tion of control of the war office would 
undoubtedly be indicative of the adoption 
of a warlike policy by the Czar. 
ALLIANCE BETWEEN ENGLAND AND PERSIA 
ADVOCATED. 
The Standard advocates the formation 


Persia. Such an alliance, it is urged, 
would enable England in the event of war 
with Russia to cut off Russia’s line of 
communication. The Spectator says after 
clutching Herat, Russia will be almost 
certain to give her attention to Persia 
and attempt to secure control of the 
Shah’s dominion by continued attacks 
from Armenia an the Khanatts.

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CROOK AND THE APACHES. | 


The “Gray Fox's’ Campaign in 
the Mountains of Mexico 


WITH THE ARMY OF THE SIERRA MADRE. 


History of the Complete Conquest of the 
Chiricahua Apaches by General tieorge 
Crook—An Unrivaled Mareh— 
Errors Corrected. 


SECOND ARTICLE. 
The year 1853 witnessed the com- 
plete subjugation of the Apache Indi- 
ans by-Generel George Crook. Nine 
years before, while engaged in the 
same task,@nd when success had al- 
“most been reached, the sof{-hearted 
policy of the Bast triumphed in the 
War Department, and Crook was 
transferred to te command » of the 
Department of the Platte. In. his 
stead Genera] Howard attempted to 
subdue the bfutal native by moral 
suasion, a trait nearly extinct in the 
Indian character. Howard soon found 
that faith without works is dead. He 
made a treaty with the famous Chiri- 
cahua chief by thename of Chiz, for 
whom the county of Cochise is named. 
Howard bounG/Chiz and his tribe to 
remain on theAew reservation in the 
extreme southeastern corner of the 
Territory of Arizona, and not to raid 
American soil. ‘The reservation bor- 
dered onthe national boundary line 
between the United States and Mexico. 
The treaty contained no proyisions in 
reference to raid#Thto Mexico. Chiz 
saw this omission, and allowed his 
young men to, take advantage. of it. 
Wien called to account he pointed 
out the omission, much to Howard's 
discomfiture. - Men who knew Chiz in 
his lifetime testify that he never broke 
a promise, either oral or written. 

The adoption of a peace policy 
toward the Apaches in the substitution 
of Howard for Crook set Arizona back 
more than @ decade in the develop- 
ment of her resources. The Indian, if 
he would not accept the light of 
civilization, must needs be destroyed 
by its*physical agencies -as were the 
aborigines of Pal: stine by the incom- 
ing hosts of Hebrews. | 

1857 Gen¥ral Heintzleman gave 
the Yumas a severe whipping. They 
were first place on a reservation on 
Date creek, and afterwards transferred 
with the Mojaves and Tontos to the 
reservation on the Verde river. 
-Tontos were the “connecting links” 
between the Apaches on the east and 
the Yumas and Mojaves on the west. 

General Crook, who had expericnce 
in previous Indian wars, having been 
in command of. the Pitt river expedi- 
tion in 1857, believed in “fighting the 
devil with fire.’ He accordingly 
organized companies of Yuma scouts, 
armed and equippcd as U. 38. soldiers, 
and oflicered by able white men, 
known as “chiefs of scouts.” By this 
means sevaral Apache tribes were 
severely whipped, and as proof of the 
sincerity of their surrender sent Crook 
the heads of thirteen of their. princi- 
pal chiefs, as per his request. 

Crook’s method of fighting struck 
‘terror to ‘the hearts of the Apaches. 
He came not with white soldiers, un- 


~ 


the Yumas, who could always travel 
as far and fight as well, and were as 
cunning as the /Apaches themsélves, 
and who, when well supported at the 
Government crib; could. endure the 
fatigues of warfare the more. Crook 
pushed his campaign vigorously. His 
spies penetrated to the Very councils 
of the hostile tribes, and before they 
knew it he would come upon them un- 
awares. Huis scouts were always well 
supplied and prepared for long sieges 
either in travel or battle, and gave no 
quarter. His ¢unning and vigor in 
warfare aroused the fear of the 
Apaches, as well as their admiration, 
and won for him the name of Le-dah- 
klee zhay- Kleeycah-yuy, OF the Gray 
Fox. 


The Apaches take their tribal 
names from the localities where they 


Teservation. Hence came the Pinal, 
Aravaipa, Tonto, Sierra Blanca (White 

- Mountain), “Mescalero, Warm Springs, 
San Carlos, Chiricahua, etc. 

In-1875 the Yumas, Mojaves and 
Tontos were taken to the San Carlos 
agency, in the White Mountain reser- 
vation. Aboat this time the Aravaipa 
tribe of the Apaches, under their chief, 
Es-Kim-in-zin, tired of war, after hav- 
ing been thoroughly whipped by the 
Gray Fox, settled on the San Pedro 
river, and went to farmfg, and have 
become quite Wealthy~- 

Just at the point when all but the 
Chiricahua tribe were subdued, Crook 
was withdrawn. This was a victory 

- forthe Indians. The Gray Fox was 
removed by the soft-hearted Great 
Father «at Washington and the im- 
practical “Howard put in his place. 
Their fear left. They became uneasy 
and -restless' under the frauds of 
Indian ageats, and left and returned 
to the reservation at will. This 
greatly angered the white settlers of 
Arizona and New Mexico, who behela 

_.the Apache coming from the reserva- 
tion well equipped, go on his bloody 
>aid even into Mexico, and return to 
protection. Each year the indians 
grew bolder. Mining and cattle 
raising, the two privc@pal resources of 
the whites 1m this section, were cn- 
tirely checked. The reservation In- 
dians were greatly encouraged and 

-assisted in their marauding expedi- 
tions by the unsubdued Chiricahuas, 
whose breeding nest was in the very 
heart of the Sierra Madre in Mex- 
ico. The -States of Sonora and 


Chihuahua were almost entirely at the | 


mercy of their ancient foe. The 
Mexican soldiery were seldom able to 
cope with the Apaches. Occasionally, 
by treachery, as the death of Ju, and v 
few times by open fight, as the battle of 
Tres Castillos, would there be a Mexi- 
can victory.” | But these were seldom. 
The Mexican ‘soldiers would generally 
follow the Apaches at safe distance, 
till the latter were safe in 
their mountain stronghold. The 
American soidiers were  contin- 
ually hampered by the national 
boundary line: To this point only 
they could chase the Apache, who 
after crossing would take his time in 
getting to his mountain home. Their 
outrages attained a climax in the mas- 
sacre of Judge McComas and wife, in 
March,.1882,' while on their way from 
Silver. City to Lordsburg, and the 
captivity of their little boy Charles. 
Pursuit across the line was impossible. 
The greatest excitement was aroused 
among the whites. In Tueson a com- 
pany of some forty rangers was or- 
_ . ganized under the command of Major 
Ross, wbo had once ‘been a member of 
Crook’s staff. Ross determined to 
pursue the Indians across the line, and 
in order to protect himself and com- 
pany, in case of meeting Mexican 
troops, they were all sworn in as dep- 
uty sheriffs of Pima county. They 
had hardly crossed the line before 
they met a superior force of Mexican 
troops, who compelled them to sur- 
‘ render. Being unable to find any evi- 
dence of a military aspect about them, 
they were let go, on the promise of an 
immediate return to United States ter- 
ritory, which they promptly made and 
kept. 

The massacre of such a prominent 
citizen as Judge McComas, the awful 
fate of his wife, and the carrying oft 
of his little boy Charlie, only eight 
years old, as a captive into the Sierra 
Madre, brought the Apache question 
so forcibly before the minds of the 
American people, that a general cry for 
vengeance weat up from every justice- 
loving heart, and found a responsive 
cord in the bosom of Robert T. Lin- 
coln, Secretary of War, that patriotic 
son of old Father Abraham. | 

General Crook was recalled from the

Department of the Platte to resume 
command of the Department of Arizo- 
na. The failure of the Tuscon Ran- 
gers showed that some arrangement 
must be made whereby the Indians 
could be reached and punished. Ac- 
cordingly, July 29. 1882, a ‘special 
treaty was effected with Mexico, the 
principal peints of which were as fol- 
lows: 
1. The reciprocal passage 10 the 
unpopulated or desert parts of the in- 
ternational boundry line by the regu- 
lar federal troops of the respective 
Governments in pursuit of savage, hos- 
‘tile Indians. 2. Notice was to be 
viven by the commander of his march 
tu the nearest authority of the entered 
territory. %. The pursuing force was 
to return-as soon as a fight had occur- 
red or the trail lost. 4. No crossing 
was to be allowed from the town of 
Capitan Leal on the Bravo river, to the 
mouth of the Rio Grande. 5. The 
treaty was to last two years from date. 
The news of the return of the Gray 
Fox was soon known in the Apache 
strongholds of the Sierra Madre, be 
ing quickly. taken there by runners 
from the reservation, but the Indians 
felt secure in the fastness of their 
mountain home, from whence they 
had driven the Mexican over balf a 
century before, and continued their 
work of destruction. Prospectors and 
herders were murdered, and farms and 
even towns were destroyed by them. 
Cattle and women were taken captive. 
At the town of CasasGrandes the Mex- 
icans gave out that they desired to 
make peace with the Apaches, and 
under this pretense allured Chief Ju 
and his band into town, and attempted 
to surprise and massacre them. Ju, 
intoxicated with mescal, fell off his 
horse, and broke his neck. 
On his return to Arizona, Crook 
went quietly but promptly about his 
preparations for a raid. Peaches, a

The country through] 
which they were going was wild and 

strange, even to many of the scouts, 

and they knew not what on te 

tilities might be encountered. The 

land to which they were going was as 

unknown as that ‘undiscovered coun- 

try from whose bourne no traveler 

returns.’ Like the diver going to 

the ocean’s bottom, Crook plunged 

into this terra incognita, and for over 

thirty days, while communication was 

impossible, his return was awaited by 

the civilized world with breathless in- 

terest. It was certain he would either 

meet his fate like Custer or return 
with honors like Grant. 

No one in Mexico knew of their 
coming, and one beautiful Sunday 
morning, as they came in sight of the 
gray dome of the church at the little 
Mexican town of Bavispe, the inhabi- 
tants raised the dreaded cry of ‘os 
Apaches!” and fled to their houses and 
arms. As the column of men and 
dust drew nearer, and the blue coats 
of Uncle Sam’s scouts could be dis- 
tinguished, the fear of the inhabitants 
turned to joy and wonder, and the 
whole town came down to the river- 
bank to sce Los Americanos. The 
command made easy marches of. from 
twenty to thirty miles per day before 
entering the Sierras. Deserted Mexi- 
can farm-houses, desolated by Apaches, 
were discovered en route. After 
marching about 140 miles south of 
the line, they turned eastward into 
the main range of the Sierra Madre, 
through whose foot-hills their travels 
had been so far. Then began a jour- 
ney of indescribable roughness. The 
trails led up over high mountains and 


renegade Chiricahua, offered to guide 
Crook to the Apache stronghold in 
the Sierra Madre. The force selected 
consisted of 235 fighting men, besides 
tne packers. Of these, 193 were 
Apache scouts under the command of 
Captain Crewford, and 42 men of the 
Sixth Cavalry under the command.of 
Lieutenarts Wood and Mackay. All 
the provisions, tents and ammuni- 
tion were packed on the backs of 
mules, which required a small army 
of packers to load and unload cach 
day. Before going, Crook personally 
visited the Governors ot Sonora and 
Chihuahua and held conferences with 
them regarding the proposed raid. 
The last week of April, 1885, saw 
ihe “Army of the Sierra Madre,” as 
General Crook facetiously termed it 
on his return, on its way to Mexico. 
On May Ist they crossed the boundary 
liuae in the extreme southeastern cor- 
ner of Arizona, and th-ir course while 
in Mexico is shown on the accompany- 


ing map. 
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nearer to the Apache stronghold. 
Great danger existed that they would 
be surrounded and massacred. Added 
to these dangers, it was impossible to 
keep the army together. The Apache 
scouts, used to the severest forms of 
roughing it, kept away ahead of the 
pack train and its little guard of white 
men. 

Finally, on the 15th of May, news 
was brought from the front that the 
scouts had surprised a village of 
Chiricahuas, and had had. a fight. 
Crook hastened forward’ to get the 
news. He found that the village of 
Chatto had been suddenly discovered 
by the advance scouts, who at once 
opened hostilities. Only a few vol- 
leys were fired. The fight did not last 
half an hour. The Chiricahuas made 
no attempt at defense, but, as Crook 
reported, “fled like quail.” The sur- 
prise was so perfect that they.were 
paralyzea. They knew that the Grey 
Fox was in Arizona, but that he should 
seek them out in their mountain 
stronghold was something they had 
not expected. - Within an hour signal 
fires were burning on every peak, 
which were answered by the scouts, 
calling in the frightened and subdued 
Indians. The bodies of nine dead 
bucks were found in the village after 
the tight. 

Singly and by twos and threes the 
Chiricahuas came in, chiefs, braver, 
women and children, till 331 had sur- 
rendered. The victor'y was complete. 
Nana,’ Natchez, Geronimo and several 
chiefs wanted some provisions tor 
escape from the punishment: whick 
they felt must come on their return to 
the United States, but Crook gave them 
to understand the surrender must be 
unconditional, and that every prisoner 
must stand on his owa merits. They 
pleaded that the Gray Fox is all- 
powerful, and that he could protect 
them from the dreaded vengeance of 
the white man. Crook remained firm 
in his position that each surrender 
must be unconditional. The Indians 
refused to believe his statement as to 
their personal accountability, for was 
he not all-powerful? Hada. he not 
proved it? A man who, alone of all 
others, had come over unknown trails 
to conquer them? The surrender as 
well as the surprise was complete. 
Crook was careful to make them no 
promises. He plainly told them that 
they had done the Americans great 
injuries. They had stolen their cattle, 
burned their grain fields and houses, 
ravished their women, carried their 


children into captivity, and prac- 
ticed the most. horrible  airoci- 
ties upon them, until the white 


man cried out for the blood of 
the red man. “No,” said Crook, to 
the assembled chieftains, ‘‘I cannot 
promise you any immunity from pun- 
ishment on your return to the reserva- 
tion. You have committed A arn 
crimes and you must be punished for 
them. Perhaps your punishment may 
be greatly mitigated if you will re- 
turn and go quietly about your busi- 
ness, and your braves go to work, dig 
ditches, build houses, raise corn and 
grain and cattle, and settle down like 
the white people and live like them. 
This is your only chance of safety.” 
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through deep cafons. ‘Never be- 
fore,” remarked General Crook to the 
writer, “had I seen such high moun- 
tains and such deep cajions. There 
were streams of the purest water and 
great forests of pine and oak. Occa- 
sionally there was an open fiat. In 
some places were walls of masonry 
and terraced hills, showing that a 
civilization had once flourished there. 
The trails were indescribably rough, 
and im some instances a pack-mule 
would make a fatal misstep and fall 
down the precipices. We recovered 
one or two; several were dashed to 
piegés and others were never seen again. 
The Sierra Madres are the grandest 
mountains l ever saw.” 

In this manner the little army 
toiled on. The cavalrymen could not 
ride, but were compelled to walk and 
lead their animals. Camp was made 
at night on the dangerous trail. No 
fires were lighted, because they would 
have been betrayers to the enemy. 
Every moment was bringing them

accepted them. What else could they 
do? Crook had demoustrated to them 
that there was no place on earth where 
they could hide from him. There was 
nothing left for them to do but to ac- 
cept his terms. | 

Provisions were growing short, and 
it became necessary for Crook to 
start out immediately on his return to 
the United States. The chiefs reported 
that a number of their braves were off 
in Chihuahua on a raid, aud that 
others were engaged in hunting in the 
mountains. Crook let the chiefs go 
on the promise that they would gather 
in all thestragglers and return with 
them to the San Carlos agency, a 
promise which they kept to. the let- 
ter. 

The Indians brought in five Mexi- 
can women who had been in captivity 
only two weeks. They were the wives 
of Mexican soldiers who, while travel- 
ing about a day behind their hus- 
bands’ troop, had been captured. One 
of them had a little child. They were 
brought to Tucson, and, for the first 
time in their-lives, put on shoes and a 


graphed, and afterwards returned 
home. Notraces of Charlie McComas 
were Obtained at the time, but it was 
afterwards ascertained that, at the 
time of the attack on Chatto’s village, 
he was hurried out of camp, and in 
the excitement which foliowed he was 
neglected, and perished in a severe 
storm which occurred soon after. 

The chiefs being paroled on their 
honor to go aiter the stragglers, Crook 
started home. It was impossible to 
return the way they came, so he kept 
on over the Sierra Madre, and re- 
turned home along their eastern foot- 
hills. Crook remarked that the antics 
of the Indian children on the home- 
ward march showed them to be both 
physically and intellectually the equal 
of any. On the 17th of June they re- 
crossed the line. A courier from one 
of the stock ranches by which they 
passed immediately started for Tomb- 
stone with the news, and the New 
York Herald was the first journal to 
get it. 

The country was overjoyed. So 
great and universal were the demon- 
strations of joy that not a copper- 
head of the army of ugly 
critics was to be seen that afterwards 
were so numerous. At Tucson he was 
given a grand banquet and ball. His 
praises were on every tongue. 3 
But General Crook had committed 
the grievous crime of success. Again 
the control of Indians on the reserva- 
tion had been transferred for police 
purposes from the Interior to the War 
Department. This was inconvenient 
for the stealers, who often made as 
high as $500 per diem in perquisites. 
Another class, the contractors, were 
offended, because peace meant the ul- 
timate removal of the Apaches to In- 
dian territory and the cessation of 
their profits. 

It was suddenly discovered tbat 
Crook had not whipped the Apaches 
after all, but that the Apaches had 
whipped him. The ex-captive Mexi- 
can women were made to say there 
had been no battle. And a_ packer 
was made to say that one fine morning

forever and fully protected at San 
Some called on Crook to re- 
sign. Others wanted the Indians im- 
mediatcly butchered. Their triumph 
seemed secure when they said all that 


Crook did was to: bring home some 


toothless warriors and all the women 
and children. 

But Crook was as cool under the 
fire of criticism as in the flush of vic- 
tory. Would the bvcks come in as 
per promise? That was the great 
question. Crook relied on his faith in 
Indian nature in tiat he had never 
vet bréken a promise with them, and 
they did not dare do so with him. It 
was at this juncture that the opposi- 
tion to Crook took practical shape. 
The Indians in the Sierra Madre were 
fully posted by runners from the 
reservation about the opposition to 
Crook, and feared to return. They 
also received messages direct from 
Crook’s enemies that Crook had been 
unfaithful to them. When Crook 
learned this he placed a patrol along 
the international ‘boundary line, and 
himself in direct communication with 
therenegades. He thus overcame the 
last obstacle to success, and the In- 
dians finding Crook still in control re- 
turned in small bands to the reserva- 
tion, till all were back. It was with 
no little pride that General Crook 
made the following remark to the 
writer: Indian- that I have 
placed on the reservation have ever 
left it. These Chiricahuas and rene- 
gades were some I had not yet subdfied 
when I was succeeded by Howard.” 
His statement is attested by hundreds 
of witnesses as literally true. 

Meanwhile the journalistic organs 
of the opposition, aided by the Mexi- 
can press, kept up their lying reports 
about alleged Indian outrages, which 
if one-half were true, would have 
been a most bloody war. Happily 
these efforts were without much ef- 
fect. Thé single truththat Crook had 
housed all the Indians counteracted 
every false statement. 

Occasionally there has been a tele 
gram in the papers to the effect taat a 
band of renegade Indians have been 
seen in Chihuahua heading for the 
Sierra Madre. ‘But each time the In- 
dians have been counted on the reser- 
vation none have been found*missing. 
The Apaches were so long a terror to 
the Chihushuans that the very cactus 
behind which the Indian hid is imag- 
ined to be aredskin. 

Let what will be said, the fact re- 
mains that a// the Apaches are on the 
White Mountain reservation,and General 
Crook put them there! 

A word as to their present condi- 
tion. Froma nation of wanderers 
they are becoming settled. From 
hunters they are becoming farmers. 
Successful efforts are being made to 
educate the minds of their children. 
A few years will witness this most 
blood-thirsty of people as peaceful as 
their brethren of the Indian Territory. 
That they are possible of this great 
transformation is a proposition which 
has been demonstrated by Es-kim-in- 


At present there are about 5000 
Apackes onthe reservation. In 1882 
graded cattle to the number of 350 
were given them, together with a 
good supply of agricultural imple- 
ments. In 1884 they harvested 200,- 
000 pounds of barley, which they 
sold at three cents, They also har- 
vested 300,000/pounds of corn, a little 
wheat, and alf the garden stuff they 
wanted. This work was all done by 
the bucks. hey are not allowed to 
practice polygamy. Their numbers 
have been greatly decimated by syph- 
jilis, but a strict medical surveillance is 
greatly mitigating this. 

Will there be any more outbreaks? 
No; because no Indians placed by 
Crook on the reservation have ever left 
it, and becausé he has the Indians 
under perfect police control. ly a 
system of espionage which the rene- 
gades hardly understand, one of them 
no sooner commits a wrong than he is 
punished for it before he is aware of 
detection. Their new pursuits give 
them no time for idleness and the re- 
wards of industry give no room for 
discontent. This wise policy gives 


cil, hence no time for action. Besides, 
the country . once used by them as 
hunting grounds is being rapidly set- 
tled. Already are prospectors swarm- 
ing inthe Sierra Madre. Game is 
getting scarce, and the Apache finds 
lfimself safer and happier in his new 
life. | 

In conclusion, General Crook finds 
himself the happy master of the situ- 
ation. success came from three 
strong points: 1. Fighting Indians 
with Indians—similia simlibus curan- 
tur. 2. Making as few promises with 
the Indians as possible, but keeping 
every one. 3. Detecting and promptly 
punishing every wrong doer. He has 
Overcome every Obstacle. He has 
silenced his enemies and stopped the 
lying criticisms of a venal press. He 
has added glory to his already glorious 
military record. He has conquered 
every Indian, placed them on the res- 
ervation and kept them there. He has 
accomplished his work, and done it 
well. The territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico, and the States of Chi- 
huhua and Sonora owe him a debt of 
gratitude theycan never cancel. Honor 
to-whom honor 1s due!

THE EDUCATING INFLUENCE OF FLOWERS 


Potting ané Growing Ferns—House Garden- 


ing—The Benefits of Flowers in 
Sick Rooms. 


Susan Suushine’s House and Howe 
Papers. 
In view of the charming display of 
flowers which was made at the flower 
festival in this city the past week, I 
should like te call the attention ‘of our 
mothers and daughters to the educa- 
ting influence of flowers. They have 
an influence which is peculiarly their; 
own; they teach lessons which Nature 
gives to us through no other medium. 
Let me cite a single example: Years 
ago I made some trips throug!: various 
western towns, out into the very back- 
woods, the highways and byways of 
Nature. I came across lonely little 


well as more pretentious homesin the 
rich valleys far away from town. I 
was also in some of the Southern 
States, among the log cabins of Vir- 
ginia, and the rude frame dwellings 
in the “‘ back country’’ of Kentucky. 
I was in the coal regions also of West 
Virginia, where were but few homes 
aside from the unpretentious ones of 


the miners, but my experience led me 
to feel safe wherever I saw flowers 
growing in the poor litcle gardens or 
narrow windows. I found universally 
in those homes where the blossoming 
plants were carefully nursed and 
tended, inate refinement, an apprecia- 
tion of the beautiful and, at least, the 
germ of longing for something above 
the common-place and the plodding of 
a mere bread-and-butter existence. 
At one poor little lonely one-roomed 
log house on a Virginia hillside, I 
found a small auburn-haired child, 
whose face had been bronzed by the 
warm kisses of the Southern sun, weed- 
ing and digging about a glorions rose 
tree. Fifty magnificent ruses wer 
pouring their perfume through the 
little eight-paned window of the small 
cabin, filling it with a perfume as 
sweet as the spicy isles of the Orient. 
The outer air was full of their sweet- 
ness. I lost sight of the humble cabin 
and saw only the glorious rose tree, 
and the child who loved it. Its beauty 
and bloom were in her heart. ‘ No- 
body but God could make that,” said 
the child, reverentiy. Iv was to hera 
revelation and a creed—it was a beati- 
tude. 

A few years later I met her, in the 
dawn of her beautiful, cultured and 
accomplished womanhood. I won- 
‘dered at the secret of her mental 
growth and refinement until she told 
me her secret. ‘* You remember my 
beautiful rose-bush, that was my in- 
spiration. It made me loye not only 
the beautiful in nature but in all 
things. What was rude, vulgar or 
wicked seemed out of keeping with 
the roses.” 

With such lessons taught by the 
flowers shall we neglect our gardens?

Among the beautiful plants is the 
fern. The following is an excellent 
method of potting and growing these 
children of the woods: 

The hole in the bottom of the pot 


being broken out very much larger 
than the maker leaves it, put in three 


some rich soil and old manure, just 


no sand. Then put in the fern, and 
very gently fill the pot with good 
garden soil, intermixed with a few 
bits of soft brick as large as peas. 
Place the pot on soil or ashes, partially 
burned or surrounded. with lycopo- 
dium. In any case kéep the soil quite 
wet. The whole secret is in keeping 
them wet and warm and thoroughly 
drained. You may take a pot-bound 
fern, pull roughly the drainage from 
the roots, repot it in wet soil instead of 
dry, and it will grow and flourish as it 
never would with ordinary treatment. 


The. Boston Suburb ‘has this to say 
of house gardening: 


Having long had the care of an in- 
valid and children, I can speak with 
certainty of the unqualified benefit 
arising from house gardening. That 
the most beautiful part of creation 
should be dangerous for us to have in 
our houses is too absurd to think of, 
junless we believe Satan rules our 
world and would torment us as much 
as possible. Your Hoosic correspoud- 
ent, a few months since, told us that 
ihe plants purify the air. Certainly 
they do. They are the nearest perfect 
ventilators we have, and wouid solve 


the. problem of school  ventila- 
tion, now too mighty for the 
wise heads of the ‘committee.’ 


The earth in the pots is also a great 
purifying agent. With no ventilation, 
excepting from cracks in windows and 
doors, in winter, I can keep the air 
pure and sweet, only give me plants 
enough. 

Several years ago,our Minimum was 
sick in one of our rooms kept for plants. 
{t was pretty well filled with them, 
having besides many large pots, fir- 
kins, etc. A sink on lees, over six 
feet long, was filled with plants. Min- 
imum said it seemed as if she was sick 
in a flower garden, for she was nearly 
surr-unded with them. The other 
children were also sick at other times, 
and each and every time the air was 
sweet and pure, which never was 
during fever without much trouble,. 
before plants were kept in tae room. 
The air in a room constantly occupied 
by an invalid is very impure, even per- 
nicious; but put plenty of plants in 
thet room ae an improvement will 
soon be perceived. I have tried it 
long enough to know it. 

Consumption is called contagious. 
Perhaps plants would remedy all this 
danger; I have no doubt of it. Too 
much cannot be said in their praise as 
purifiers. Nothing need be said re- 
garding the comfort: they give to the 
invalid in whispering hope of ienewed 
life.

GEN. JUSTO RUFINO BARRIOS... 


ident of the Central American State of 
Guatemala, was born in that State 
July 17th, 1835, at San Lorenzo. He 
spent the early years of his life 
amongst the farming class, and was 
subsequently sent to the capital (Gua- 
temala) to receive his education and 
study law. In 1862 he returned home 
after the completion of. his studies, 
but previously made a tour of his na- 
tive country and Mexico. In 1867, on 
the 3d of August, he, with the assist- 
ance of his sympathizers who were an- 
tagonistic to the ruling power, stormed 


-the barracks of San Marcos and routed 


tthe garrison. The movement gained 
strength gradually, until Barrios be- 
came quite a power in the country. 
He successfully eluded all attempts of 
the government to capture him. In 
1869 General Seraphis Cruz rebelled 
against the government, and his 
forces and those of Barrios were 
united. In the attack on Hue- 
huetenango the latter was severely 
wounded and was forced to hide from 
the enemy until his recovery. The 
forces of General Cruz, who continued 
the war, were defeated by the govern- 
ment troops, and many of the rebels 
were shot after their capture. By this 
time Barrios, ,who was supposed’ to 
have died, had; recovered, and gather- 
ing together the remnants of his 
former army, continued his operations 
against the government. Gen. Grana- 
tios, who had been exiled, had in the 
meantime raised a force in Mexico and 
entering Guatemala joined the com- 
mand of Barrios, giving to the latter 
the control of the united forces. In 1871 
the revolutionists took Tacana and 
then issued a proclamation promising 
to reform the existing evils of the gov- 
ernment. On the 10th of May they 
took San Marcos, and on the 15th Pe- 
talhulin. Onthe 29th they gained a 
victory at Chiche, entirely defeating 
the government forces. In the early 
part of June Barrios took the towns of 
Rutigua and Patgicia, at which place 
the constitution of the Reformers was 
issued, and Geueral Granados was 
made Provisional President. On the 
26th of June General Cerna, the actual 
President, attacked the revolutionists, 
but was defeated, and Barrios placed 
himself between Cerna and the capital, 
causing the latter to flee for safety to 
Salvador, a neighboring republic. On 
the 30th of June the victors entered 
the capital. Barrios wag put in com- 
mand of the West Department and ex- 
pelled all the Jesuits therefrom two 
months after accepting the trust, and 
the President, Gen. Garcia Granados, 
did likewise for the whole country. 
This caused the formibg of a new 
party, but Barrios defeated them qn 
the 14th of September, and ‘then re- 


partment. In the meantime the goy- 
ernment found itself usable to meet 
the exigencies of the situation and Bar- 
rios was called upon to take the reins, 
which he did in May, i872, and im- 
mediately suppressed all Jesuit socie- 


| ties, and gave the press unexampled 


li erty besides introducing other re- 
form measures. On the 4th of June, 
1878, Barrios was chosen President of 
the Republic in the place} of Granados, 
who was considered incompetent.

More About Alexander the Great. 
We will try and finish our story of 


‘Alexander this week, But first let me 
tell you that in last week’s paper there 
‘were gpme sad mistakes in the names 


of some of our heroes, as there have 
been before, misfakes made by those 
who put what { write for you into 
type. These are called the composi- 
tors of a paper, and they find it very 
easy sometimes to unintentionally pick 
upa wrong letter, and sometimes this 
single little letter which gets into a 
word by accident makes a very big 
mistake. They told you last week of 
the poet ‘ Pindas” when they should 
have made it Pindur, and they made 
me say ‘ Antipates’’ when I wrote 
Antipater, which was the real name of 
the old Macedonian hero. There is a 
good deal ina name when you come to 
history, and it 1s well to be sure that 
you have it right. 

We left the young King Alexander 
last week just after he had won his 
splendid victory at the battle of Gra :- 
icus. Atiter this great victory over the 
vast Persian army he turned his army

on the eastern shores of the Aegean’ 
Sea. There all the people surrendered 
to him, and his kingdom grew with 
every day’s march, and ina little while 
he was the acknowledged ruler of all 
the western part of Asia Minor. All 
winter long he kept up his march in- 
stead of lying idle in camp as many 
generals would have done. Mountains 
were’no barrier to his progress. He 
did not mind the deep snows and the

der in his haste did not stop to con- 
sider this, out tired and hot with his 
march he pluaged into its celd waters 
to bathe. This gave hima severe chill, 
which was followed by a fainting fit. 
His soldiers thought he was dying as 
they yee him out of the water and 
him to his teat. His army 
| was filled with fear. He suffered from 
a long attack of fever, but from this 
he finally recovered and was ready to 
march on again. He had subdued all 
of Asia Minor and was now its king. 
So he moved with his army toward 
Syria and Palestine. These lie on the 
eastern shores of the Mediterranean 
Sea. But between his army and that 
territory was a narrow plain shut in 
by the sea on one side and the moun- 
tains on the other. This he proposed 
to cross near a placecalledIssus. But 
here the little Greek army under Al- 
exander was met by the vast Persian 
army wiich was commanded by Da- 
rius the king of Persia. It was one of 
the most splendid armies to look at 
that was ever seen. The Persians were 
idclaters and they worshipped fire and 
the sun, and over the king’s tent they 
had a crystal image of the sun so 
placed that all the great army could 
see it and worship it. - Then they had 
silver altars where they kept fires 
always burning, and ‘he priests were 
along in their gorgeous robes, and 
there was a corps of soldiers called the 
Immortals who wore suits of gold tis- 
sue Ornamented with precious stones. 
There were ten thousand of these in 
their costly robes shining as they 
marched. And beside these and all 
the other great host of soldiers, there 
were fifteen thousand in one wing of 
the army who claimed to be relatives 


jof the king, and all of these were 


dressed with great magnifieence. | 
Then the Persian king rode in a 
gilded chariot, and wore a vest of pur- 
ple with silver stripes, and a costly 
robe which gleamed with gold and 
precious stones. Round his waist was 
a golden virdle, and on his head was 
a kingly tiara glittering with brilliant 


gems.. Guards went before and behind 
him bearing silver pikes tipped with 
gold. 


Strangest of all this great King 
Darius took with him his wife and 
children, and the ladies of his royal 
court, and all his treasures when he 
set out on this expedition against Al- 
exander, whom he considered as a 
mere boy. Hehad betore sent word to 
his generals te ‘seize the young fool 
and send him to Persia bound hand 
and foot.” But instead ot their doing 
this they had met Alexander in batfle 
and they had found him with a very 
wise head on his young shoulders. He 
had fought with these generals of the 
proud. Persian monarch and driven 
back their armies, and so Darius was 
coming himself with his grandfetinue 
of servants, his lords an ies 
priests and altars, and his Kundred 
thousand soldiers, to fight the “ boy ” 
as he called him, who had conquered 
all of Asia Minor. , 

Just as Alexander was coming from 
Asia Minor into Syria, Darius was go- 
ing from Syria towards Asia Minor. 
But they were travelling by different 
routes, Darius going farther inland, 
and Alexander keeping nearer the sea, 
and so these two great armies“passed 
each other without knowing it. 

Alexander had entered Syria before 
he learned that the Persian army was 
behind him, but when he was sure of 
this he called his generals together 
and informed them that it was his in- 
tention,to turn back. and attack the 
Persians. 

When night came on the Persians 
might have been seen covering the 
whole plain of Issus, an army almost 
without number. Of course they had 
no fear of that much smaller army of 
Greeks under Alexander. But while 
they rested so securely in their en- 
campment along the mountain defiles 


~ 


stealthily marching. Their sentinels 
were at length stationed upon every 
mountain height above the valley, and 
Alexander himself climbed, in the 
deep silence of the midnight, and 
looked down upon the plain where the 
faint fires of the Persian army twinkled 
like stars. With the first hght of the 
dawning day the army of Alexander 
moved down the narrow defiles of the 
mountains. They surprised the Per- 
sians, and when evening came it found 
the Persians fleeing away from the 
conquering army of Alexander. King 
Darius, as well as his army, was trying 
to escape. Alexander pursued him for 
some distance, then he turned back 
and took possession of the Persian 
camp. The great tents of the king 
and his household were filled with the 
richest treasures which fell into Alex- 
ander’s hands, and the wife and mother 
of King Darius were taken prisoners.

When Alexander was twenty-six 
years of age he was the acknowledged 
ruler of all Western Asia. He was im- 
mensely rich and powerful, and was 
king of what he called the whole 
known world. All that was good and 
noble in his character had almost dis- 
appeared. He was fond of luxury and 
of wine and every kind of pleasure. 
Soén all his days and nights were 
spent in self-gratification. Nebody 
could love or honor him. He was 
false to his best friends and was fast 
becoming a young and cruel tyrant. 
One evening he gave a grand ban- 
quet. He had those with him who 
loved revelry and vice like himself. 
All night long they drank wine and 
feasted, and when one banquet was 
ended they began another. Alexander 
had a very large cup which he called 
the bowl of Hercules. After having 
been drinking for hours ke called for 
this bowi. He had it filled with wine 
twice and drank it all. This was 
enough. He sank down in his drunken 
stupor and they carried him away, 
helpless in his beastly int xication. 
Fever set in and he soon died. He 
was still a young man—only thirty- 
two years old, the great conqueror of 
the world, conquered at last by ~his 
own ungovernable appetite.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A Thunderstorm Theory.—At @ re- 
cent German scientific congress, Dr. 3S. 
Hoppe, of Hamburg, endeavored to 
prove that the electricity of storms is 
generated by the friction of vapor 
particles. This view was Strengthened 
by experiments in which compressed 
cold air was allowed to rush into a 
copper vessel containing warm moist 
air, a large amount of electricity 
being thus produced. He concludes 
that the rise of a columu of warm 
moist air into the colder atmosphere 
above will be followed by a thunder- 
storm if it acquires sufficient velocity 
to prevent neutralization of the elec- 
tricity generated by the friction of the 
air. Hence, he regards open districts 
as more liable to thunderstorms than 
wooded regions, where the trees pre- 
vent the rapid rise of humid air cur- 
rents. 

Errors Corrected.—Rteem, of the 
‘Smithsonian Institute, has contradicted 
much of the popular belief concerning 
snakee. The venomous. hoop snake, 
which takes its tail in its mouth and 


snake, the breath of which is deadly, 
exist only in the imagination. The 
idea that serpents sting with the 
tongue is erroneous. An impression 
prevails that the number of poisonous 
snakes is great, but in North America 
there are but three species—the rattle- 
snake, the copperhead or moccasin, 
and the coral. Snakes do not jump; 
they reach suddenly forward —per- 
haps half the length of their bodies. 

The practice of scalping 1s not pe- 
cular to the American Aborigines. 
Southall, in his “Recent Origin of 
Man,” quotes from Herodotus to show 
that the Scythians used to scalp their 
fallen enemies. Inthe present time 
the wild tribes of Northeastern Ben- 
gal use the scalping knife. | 

A new test for tea is the amount of 
ashes yielded, the quantity being 
greater in inferior and a‘iulterated 
samples than in those of good qual- 
ity. 

Celestial Death-Missiles. — Consider- 
ing the number of meteoric stones 
which reach the earth's surface, it 
would not be surprising if many lives 
had been destroyed by them. It is 
stated that loss of life resulted from a 
large fallin Africa: that about the 
year 1020 many persons and animals 
were killed; that in 1511, about 5 
o’clock one evening, a priest was 
struck and killed; and that, still later, 
in 1650,a monk was killed, But 
these, according to Mr. Jas. R. Greg- 
Ory, seem to be the only instances 
recorded of death from falling meteo- 
rites. | 

Cholera Vaecination.— Some inter- 
esting researches concerning cholera 
prevention are being made by Dr. Fer- 
ran of Barcelona. He has prepared 
an attenuated cholera virus, with which 
three medical men have been inccu- 
lated. The inoculations were followed 
by severe local pains and feverish 
symptoms, which suddenly disap- 
peared after a duration of about twen- 
ty-four hours. No further ill effects 
have been experienced. It now re- 
mains to prove, as Dr. Ferren confi- 
dently expects to do, that these inoc- 
ulations have conferred complete im- 
munity from attacks of cholera. 


By . microscopical examination, 
Messrs. Osmond and Werth have 
shown the molten. steel possesses a 
kind of cellular tissue, the iron form- 
ing the nucleus and the carbon the 
envelope of the cellules. These sim- 
ple cellules form agglomerations or 
compound cells, which may be easily 
identified with what is usually called 
the grain of the steel. . 


Horses having- extra toes on the in- 
ner side of the fore feet are occasion- 
ally met with in South America, ac- 
cording to Dr. Ihreng, who suggests 
that they may be the remnant of an old 
native race of horses which escaped 
the notice of the earlv settlers. 


An Austrian astronomer, Prof. Op- 
polzer, is preparing 2 list of the 
eclipses—-8000 solar and 5200 lunar— 
of the period between 1207 B. C. and 
2061 A. D. 


Two prizes of $2500 each are offered 
for essays on the use of soda nitrate as 
manure. One essay is to indicate 
present knowledge andtheory, and the 
other is to be devoted to new experi- 
mental research made by the author of 
the paper before 1887. The prizes are 
given by the committee of the Saltpe- 
tre Producers’ Association of Western 
South America.

A Hard Problem.—A Paris medical 
socicty, seeking evidence from many 
sources concerning the contagiousness 
of pulmonary consumption, has for- 
warded questions on the subject to 
every practicing physician in France. 
Similar inquiries in Eagland and in 
Germany have not been particularly 
successful, only 1500 out of 23,000 
English practitioners answering, and 
but 200 Germans out of 16,000. 


Transit of the curious 
observation has been made by Dr. 
Copeland, an English astronomer. 
While watching one of Jupiter's gatel- 
lite he was able to see 1t pass over its 
own shadow on the planet. For this 
to have happened, the sun, the earth, 
the satellite, and the part of Jupiter’s 
disc occulated, must have been all in 
one straight line, and, as seen from 
Jupiter, the ear h must have appeared 
making a transit across the sun.

Hints to the Farmer as to Vege- 
table Gardens. 


FUTURE PHOFITS OF FRUIT RAISING. 


How to Ubtain Success in the Poultry Yard 
Producing Qualities of & Hen’s Lite- 
time—Poultry Notes, 


The Farmer's Garden. 

American Cultivator. } 
The vegetable garden should be one 
of the attractive parts of the farm, It 
too often consists of a little patch 
fenced olf from all surrounding land, 
an(b containing a medley of. currant 


and gooseberry ~ bushes struggling 
with drought, insects and grass, a few 


scrawling blackberry and raspberry 
bushes, spreading _over twice the 
needed surface of ground, a huge, un- 
trimmed grapevine, smothering two | 
or three cherry trees, but with no 
thrifty plants--if, indeed, any at all 
—of rhubarb, asparagus, sage, straw- 
berries and other things which make ~ 
the kitchéd garden attractive and 
valuable. °A small, thrifty garden, 
well managed, is a source of 
profit, no matter how cheap __pro- 
fessional gardners may sell their 
products. We would not encourage 
furmers to grow vegetables to sell, un- 
less they have the means of making 
it, at least, a considerabie business; 
but to grow one’s Own onions, peas, 
lettuce, cabbages, turnips, to have 
them fresh and at any moment, is” 
highly profitable. Fancy sorts of 
standard vegetables, or such species 
as are grown only for the palates of 
epicures are not often profitable on 
the farm. Few farmers will find it 
to advantage to grow mushrooms, en- 
dive, orka or other dainties. In most 
cases the ground can be more profit- 
ably given to vegetables of more 
mcrit than that of being fashionable. 
It is imperative that the, garden, even 
to the little land skirting the fence, 
should be kept scrupulously clean. 
Weeds and insects delight in a 
slovenly garden. ; 


#he Frofits of Fruit. 

A correspondent of the Napa Jour- 
nal writes: ‘*We would never advise 
the planting of less than ten acres of 
any one kind of fruit for market. We 
do not speak of the lewal market or of 
the Sau Francisco market, but of the 
markets of the East, and we refer to 
fruit not only in its fresh state, but 
canned and driedy Ten acres of 
prunes mean thirty tons of dried fruit, 
at five years old, which, at $100 per 
ton, is a net profit of $2500. This 
will be doubled at ten years old. This 
is figuring at five cents per pound for’ 
dried prunes, at which rate we can 
successfully compete with the im- 
ported article in ‘the East. If the. 
necessary means are not forthcoming 
to plant ten acres at one time, then 
the poorest farmer can surely plant - 
two or five acres each year, and can 
false his vegetables and corn between. 
the trees, thus more-than making run- 
ning expenses. 

Ten acres of Yellow Egg, Coe’s 
Golden Drop, Columbia or Washington_ 
plum can be sold at any time much 
more readily than one acre, and ata 
profit of $100 per acre at one cent per 
pound. A crop of these plums in the 
most favored localities in the Southern 
States cannot be depended on more. 
than once in four or five years. This 
year contractors have paid two cents. 
on the tree for these varieties to ship 
East, and realized handsome _ profits, 
and now we have the promise of 
reduced freight rates, and quicker 
time. 

Look at it in its broadest light, and 
we see a State; limited in area, bt 
whose natural advantages far sur ~ 
any State in the Union for the~ 
tivation of certain fruits and vines. 
Look again, and twenty years ahead, 
and we see a population of several hun- 
dreds of millions of people who are de- 
pendent upon this same State for their 
fresh fruits, for their raisins, prunes, 
figs, nuts, wines, olives, olive oil, and 
& hundred other products, and who 
can be so timid as to fear the result? 
The future of California is uncon- 
ceivably bright. 


| Eggs. 

Success in the poultry yard very 
much depends upon the ability to get 
the largest number of eggs in the 
shortest possible time.. A hen can 
produce about so many eggs, and she 
may be fed so as to part with them in 
two years, or she may loaf away five 
or. six years in producing the same 
number. (Quick work means greater 
profits, not only in the production of 
eggs, but in the market value of the 
animal when eggs cease. We must 
learn the art of feeding so us to realize 
all that is possible before the hen is — 
two years old, and then send her tothe 
chopping’ biock, fat and ready for 
market. 

The production of 4 eas is a constant 
drain upon the hen.» From one and a 
half to two ounces ‘of highly concen- 
trated food is secreted through the 
tissues daily in order that the eggs 
be formed, and this drain must be 
met. The hopper will not carry or the 
stones grind, unless. the grain be sup- 
pled. Now this quantity of food, 
necessary to form the eggs, constitutes 
about one-half of what is taken into 
the system daily, the remainder going 
to form flesh’ and sustain the animal. 
This demand for yolk, albumen and 
shell forming material, goes ou con- 
stantly, and- must be met, so that we 
may run this egg machine at full blast 
until the vital forces are exhausted. 

Here is the secret underlying suc- 
cess, and any one who runs may learn. 
Out of the grains, bones and shells in 
their variety comes the supply which 
will meet the demands of nature, and 
these, with proper exercise to sustaix 
vitality are what is needed to keep up 
the flow of eggs.— Ex.» 


Poultry Notes. 

A nobleman’s gardeneér writes to the 
Mark Lane Express that it is better to 
use poultry. manure as a top dressing 
in gardens than to mix it with ordin- 
ary manure and dig it into the land; 
and that, unless the quantity is large, 
it would not make much difference on 
afarm. If the quantity is small, the 
most economical mode of using it is to 
put a portion in an old cask, then fill 
it up with water. . 

An excellent plan to effectually rid a 
-henhouse of lice and parasites of all 
kinds 1s to first clean it out thoroughly 
and then apply a coating of hot tar all 
over the inside of the house. It is not 
avery pleasant job, but if done prop- 
erly, it. will do’the desired work of 
clearing the house of lice, and will 
help to preserve the wood and keep it 
from rotting. 

A pill of the following, given night 
and morning, is highly recommended : 
One quarter ‘ounce each of camphor, 
valeriun, cayenne pepper, lobella seed 
powder, and gum myrrh, made into 
forty-eight pills. If not better in a 
few Gays, roup may be suspected, and © 
the treatment should be the same as. 
for that disease. . 

Considerable difference should be 

made in the feed of poultry according 
‘to the breed. Brahmas, Cochins, ard 
their crosses are quiet, and conse- 
quently fatten very easily, while the 
lighter breeds are more active. It 1s 
not a good rule, therefore, to feed too 
much corn to fowls wheu in confine- 
ment. 
Any ailing fowl should be at once 
removed from the flock to comfortable, 
quiet quarters, and specially treated 
with medicine and food. This will 
prevent the spread of a contagious dis- 
ease, as well as give the sick fowl a 
better chance for recovery.

VERY CROOKED. 


A Strange.and Nearly Fatal As- 
sault, with Robbery.

AN UNLUCKY MAN AND HIS DUBIOUS LADY. 


Strong Evidence that the Woman Was a 
Decoy fur the Footpads—A 
Mysterious Case. | 


The most erooked transaction that 
has recently come to light in this city 
occurred late Friday night, and was 
duly butchered by our ox teamed co- 
temporaries. The story is so interest- 
ing that it should not be spoiled by 
jumping to the conclusion at once, but 
given its natural course. 

First, then, comes the story told by 
Ed. Botello to the police and Herald 

offices, Friday night, and later to a 

Tres’ reporter. It is substantially as 


“T was out this evening with a friend 


of mine who keeps a candy store on 
Spring street. His name is Lemon. 
We were accompanied by two sisters, 
dressmakers, who ciaim to come from 


San Diego. I don’t know their names. 
We were going tothe Vienna Garden, 


lady went to the restaurant, and then 
about 10 o’clock I took herhome, She 
asked me in to see the house, and I 
objected, but finally went in and sat till 
11 at her request. Her, sister had not 
returned, and she wanted me to wait 
till she did. I had just looked at my 


| watch and it was ten minutes past 11 
when I heard a groan outside. Ina) 


moment there was another, ‘Oh-h-h, 
mur-der.’ Irushed out of the gate and 
found Lemon and the .lady both lying 
on the ground. He appeared to be dead, 
and she was groaning. I carried them 
both in, and also found the club they 
had been hit with, I called Dr. Davis, 
and notified the police, to whom I gave 
the club. Lemon was. rovbed of his 
money, watch and diamond pin; and 
the lady of her diumond earrings, 
diamond finger-ring and pin. The rob- 
bers were right where you turn off from 
Buena Vista street to go up to the beer 
garden. There are two vacant houses 
there, and the men had hung some 
matting over the fence and were hid-. 
iny behind it. The same blow knocked 
both down; and Lemcn was hit twice 
afterward.’’ 

This was a very tragic story and ex- 
cited great compassion for the unfortu- 
nate ‘*Mr. Lemon’”’ and his lacy com- 
panion. Officer Fletcher was detailed 
to hunt up the business that night; and 
yesterday Sheriff Geo. E. Gard turned 
his keen detective nose to the trail. A 
Tim«s reporter has also been, inyestiga- 
ting; and the results harmonize. They 
do not, however, exactly jibe Mr. 
Botello’s interesting account. yi 

In the house, No. 13 Beaudry Ter- 
race-—and with a rear entrance on Bu- 
ena- Vista street—live two women, 
claiming to be sisters, and one mau. 
The ‘‘sister’’ who passed the evening 
with Botello, and who wasin séeclu- 
sion with him when the assault took 
place, calls herself Mrs. Higgins. The 
‘‘sister’’ who was ‘‘assaulted’’ has been 
persistent in refusing to give her name, 
but under pressure said it was Mary 
Brown. 
was not “Lemon” but Lyman A. Pul- 
ver, who is described inthe Great Reg-— 
ister as an upholsterer.. | | 

The Times reporter called at No. 13 
and was shown into the parlor, where 
Pulver was lying in bed, pretty badly 
used up. He said he had known the 
Brown woman about fifteen months. 
Knew nothing about the assault, for he 
was knocked insensible. Had teen 
robbea of his pocket-book, containing 
$5 or $6; a diamond pin, yalue un- 
known; a pair of opera glasses and a 
revolver; total value less than $50. His 
skull is not fractured, tut he had con- 
eussion of the brain from two fierce 
welts over the head, and his mouth and 
chin were somewhat in mourning, 

His ladifriend was also interviewed. 
She had her head tied up, and talked in 
a death-bed tone. She refused to give 
her name to the reporter. Her story 1s 
to the following effect: ae 

‘‘We had been to the Opera House. 
Coming home, I suggested that we had 


street, as the steps in front of the house 
were not very safe; and we did so 
About five feet from the gute of the 
next house south of ours, someone in 
his stocking feet stepped on my heel, 
and directly hit us over the head, fell- 
ing both with the same blow.. I was 
rather stunned but came to. The man 
that did the clubbing was very tall and 
thin. When he leaned over he leoked 
like a rainbow, he was so long. Two 
other men __ stood about thirty 
feet north, but took no 
part in the matter. The tall fellow 
robbed Ly—this poor man here. I 
screamed, and the fellow came over put 
his foot on my throat and a revolver in 
my face, and told me if I made a noise 
he’d kill me. Hetook out my diamond 
earrings carefully, got my diamond pin, 
pulled off my glove and got my diamond 


all three of the men ran up over the 
hill. The man that did the clubbing 
and robbing had a gunny sack over his 
head, so I couldn’t see his face. After 
they were gone I managed to makes 
myself heard. My back was badly 
bruised, and my head was cut.” 

The woman has, been doing some 
wholesale lying. To her visitors she 
begins in the mos: pitiful, faint and 
gasping voice, with hand-pressings tu 
head and side; but she easily forgets 
herself, and then talks as ‘‘peart,’’ as 
glibly and as impudently as anyone. 
As to her hurts, there were none. .When 
the police first visited the house Friday 
night, the handkerchief around her head 
had blood arranged on it as if froma 
cut beneath; but the reporter feels at lib- 
erty to state that there was no cut, nor 
even alump. She first stated the amount 
of her loss at $1,000, but on cross- 
examination came down to $180. She 
said at one time that she didn’t know 
Pulver; again, that she had known him 
three days; again, that she had 
known him three months. She pre- 
tended at first not to know his name, 
but in unguarded moments addressd him 
as Lyman. At first she declared that the 
blow knocked her unconscious, and 
that she knew nothing of the whole 
affair. Later she described every par- 
ticular of the robbery with the utmost 
minuteness. She is separated from her 
husband, Charles Brown, who is allege 
to have ‘‘slugged’’ two men he caught 
in her company. He is tall, and therein 
answers her description of the clubber— 
which description very likely, however, 
was purposely made to fit him, out of 
spite. It is proved by the evidence of 
John Phillips, who had been at the 
beer . garden and heard the blows 
delivered, that the three men did not 
run up over the hill, as she positively 
asserts, but up Buena Vista street. 

Now there are some significant clues 
in this crooked matter. Mrs. Brown’s 
character is not above suspicion; her 
companions and surroundings are un- 
questionably bad. She has had a 
dubious relationship with Pulver. Ae- 
cording to her own admission, she asked 
Pulver to come around by Buena Vista 
street, tne first time they had ever 
entered the house that way. Pulver 
had often been there before, but had 
always gone up the front stairs from 


New High street. The robbery 
of Pulver was evidently by some- 
one who knew they were com- 


ing. by Buena Vista street, and 
had prepared the ambush of matting, 
and the murderous weapon of assault. 
This weapon was a redwood club fall 
four feet long, two inches square at the 
butt and whittled round at the other 
end. Its heavy end was wrapped with 
burlap, evidently with the design of 
stopping assault just short of murder. 
This monstrous club was not carried 
through the streets. It could not 
be hidden. A thousand chances tc one, 
it was prepared very near where it was 
used. 

Again, it is the unanimous opinion of 
all who have investigated the case, that 
Mrs. Brown was not robbed and was 
not hit. In fact, not to put too finea 


in the matter. One is, that the clubbing 
of Pulver was done bya rival, out of 
jealousy. This carries no weight, how- 
ever. A rival would have been waiting 
—unless in concert with Mrs. Brown— 
on New High street. Furthermore, 
there is little or no doubt that Palver 
was robbed.

|The Angel City’s Festival of Fra- 


grance, Bloom and Beauty. 


A SPLENDID AND TELLING SUCCESS. 


The Exhibit Closes in @ Blaze of Glory 
and with Total Receipts of Nearly 
$214100—The Scene Last Night. 


The rose festival, as 1t has progressed 
from day to day, has been visited by 
hundreds, and the readers of the TrmEs 
are familiar, with its details. It bas 
been a grand success, gratifying to all 
who have in any way participated in it 
—a lesson of beauty and delight. We 
have seen in this exhibition a hint, at 
least, of what has been accomplished 
in Los Angeles and vicinity in the di- 
rection of floriculture, and,,.may well 
fecl an honest pride in the result. _ 

. It is not easy to imagine 4 fairer pic- 
ture than that which met the visitor’s 
eyes as he entered the hall where the 
exhibition was held, and which he 
enjoyed from day to day, always with 
new zest and interest. It was an epit- 
ome of the beautiful gardens of this 


section and of the wealth of fragrance 
and bloom which is the heritage of this 
favored State. The slender pyramidal 
column of roses which greeted the eyes 
vf the visitor as he entered the hall, 
towering above all heads, was like the 
finger of triumph pointing to the suc- 
cess which has been achieved. 

_ The admiration expressd for the re-- 
sults obtained was universal. The pic- 
ture was beautiful and one pleasant to 
recall, The long bank ot roses in the 
centre of the room, with its thirty feet 
length of bloomand its ¢housands of 
roses of every shade, size and ‘color, 
filling the air with perfume and sweet- 
ness, a symphony in color and a poem 


white crown of fragrant pinks; the 
glowing stars of crimson geraniums 
with their edges of green overhead; the 
long line of booths on_ either 
side of the room their framework 
covered with evergreens interwoven 
with ivy, or with the slender sprays of 
the pepper tree, with bits of palm and 
smilax, and others formed of the boughs 
of the orange and lemon trees, the dark 
green of their glossy leaves forming a 
beautiful background for the flowers;
